GREAT TRAFFIC 


Growth is Shown in Figures Out 


By Inspector for Year 
Ending June 30 


Staggering figures showing the 
tremendous extent of the growing 
ferry service on the San Francisco 


bay were released in San Francisco 
yesterday by John K. Bulger, super- 
vising inspector in charge of steam 
vessels. Total near 56,000,000. Dur- 
ing the year ending June 30 ferry 
companies carried a total of 55,844,- 
948° passengers, Bulger said. This is 
an average of approximately 153,000 
a day.
